Y ield to It G racefu lly—T he 
T ransition S tage. 


A dfear old lady, who died recently 
somewhat past the age of four-score, de­ 
clared a few years ago that since she had 
really given up trying or pretending to be 
young she had enjoyed life much more 
than when passing through the transition 
period. 
Every one had been kinder, more 
considerate, more anxious and ready to do 
little things for her, and life had been 
very comfortable and happy. 
There is much in her rem ark th at is 
worth pondering by women who are grow­ 
ing old. 
Is there not a suggestion in it, 
nay, a proof, that the world loves truth ? 
She had given up trying to deceive the 
world, and the world—her world—showed 
its gratitude, its appreciation, by nameless 
little acts of kindness and courtesy. 
To g-ow old gracefully is said to be ex­ 
trem ely difficult for women, and for some 
men. 
And it is not to be wondered a t; to 
acknowledge that one is old, really old, and 
out of the race, laid aside, as it were, and 
fit only to sit at the fireside and listen to 
gossip; to blazon to the world that one is 
no longer able to go to balls and late din­ 
ners ; that one is incapable of going about 
as much as formerly; that, in fact, one no 
longer cares for it, is a hard thing for 
most women to do. 
But once the gulf is crossed, and the up­ 
lands of old age are reached, everything is 
calm, comfortable, content. There is no 
need ot any hypocrisy or subterfuge; no 
excuse for not doing this, that or the 
other thing; everything is understood, no 
explanations are needed and no questions 
are asked. 
Old age has come, and tbat is 
the excuse for doing or not doing certain 
things. One does not go out of one’s house 
for amusements at this age, but if oue has 
lived an unselfish life, sympathizing with 
and helping others, doing the good that 
comes to one’s hand to do, it will now be 
paid back tenfold. The home of an elderly 
woman should be the resort of the young 
and the middle-aged. 
If she has been a 
wife and mother, who so competent to give 
advice to those women younger than her­ 
self who are going through the same ex­ 
periences that she has been through ? 
If 
prosperity has not hardened her heart to 
snflering, nor sorrow embittered her, she is 
the one to whom the younger women will 
turn for sympathy in their joys and for 
comfort in their sufferings. 
I t is nobler to live in the joys and sor­ 
rows of others than to live in the dead 
past, brooding over w hat has gone never 
to return. 
W ith the aged it is a choice 
between the two, and the truly good and 
lovely woman will choose the former. The 
old do not suffer so acutely as the young, 
but they have suffered; hence th e ’ value 
and sweetness of their sympathy. 
The varied experiences of lile that no 
one escapes should temper the spirit and 
mellow the disposition. 
T hat it does not 
in all cases, we know too well. 
And when 
it does not, we know what a dreary old 
age such a woman is laying up for herself. 
But there is much to be said about the 
transition stage. 
W hen does it begin ? 
Ah, there's the rub: this is the question 
that is so difficult to answer. 
One’s age 
and one’s feelings must decide. 
W e all 
. know women who are young and charming 
at sixty, and others who are old and dis­ 
agreeable at forty; the former we are al­ 
ways glad to welcome to our homes, while 
we avoid the latter. 
Doubtless when a woman begins to re­ 
alize that she is no longer sought by 
young men and women, by those whom 
she considers middle-aged, she receives the 
first intim ation that she is no longer 
young, and that this knowledge gives her 
a pang no one can doubt. 
If she yields to 
the pain, she has a sad future before her, 
for as the years pass, her life will be filled 
more and more with hints, and broadly 
spoken ones, that she is not young; that 
she is old and growing old. r. 
The woman 
who at forty speaks of herself and her 
companions as “we girls;” the woman of 
fifty who calls herself a ‘‘young lady;” the 
m arried woman with grown sons, who says 
she married “very young,” are all types of 
the women who have not learned how to 
grow old gracefully; who dread old age, 
and who are to be pitied. 
They will not give up youth and its 
pleasures, nor the appearance of youth. 
\Ve involuntarily ask if thev enjoy this 
masquerading, this trying to keep up ap­ 
pearances, this deception that deceives no 
one but themselves, this futile effort to be 
w hat they are not. 
They make them ­ 
selves targets for ridicule, and arrows of 
sarcasm are shot behind their backs that, 
if felt, would pierce their hearts with al­ 
most mortal wounds. 
There are pleasures that come with 
every age, and this period of transition 
from middle life to old age will be what 
one chooses to make it. 
If the heart is 
young there is plenty of happiness in the 
world. 
Because one is growing old one 
need not be unhappy. 
The transition 
period is difficult because one does not 
want to renounce the last vestige of youth ; 
because one feels too young to be' called 
old, and yet knows that one is too old to 
be called young. 
A woman does not like 
to be the first to call herself old. Too well 
she knows that there are plenty to d o it 
for her, and that if she once does it the 
appellation “old” will cling to her as long 
as she lives. 
B ut since one must grow old, if one lives 
long enough, is it not better to try to en­ 
dure it philosophically? 
Is it not really wiser for a woman to 
acknowledge that she is no longer young, 
and that it would be inappropriate for her 
to wear such a hat or gown, or to do this 
or that thing? She need not force her 
age upon people, but she can tacitly make 
them to understand that she is not young 
and tbat she knows it. 
It is better to 
yield gracefully to creeping age than to 
be forced to yield through the insistence 
of others. 
But how and when to yield are difficult 
questions to answer. 
The quick-witted 
wotnan need not be told, for she sees 
readily. And common sense, accompanied 
by wi’, will tell her what she ought to do. 
But there are other women, and many of 
them , who unfortunately are not so gifted. 
T heir chief characteristic is vanity—alas ! 
every human being has plenty of it—and 
this vanity it is that will not perm it them 
to realize that they are no longer young. 
And so they go on masquerading as 
young and flippant women, in a way that is 
both ludicrous and painful. 
W e all know 
such women. 
If they do not wear false 
hair they dye their own ; they wear hats 
th at are only suitable for young girls, and 
gowns to m atch; they are as frivolous in 
th eir conversation as they were twenty 
years ago, and their memory is very un­ 
certain as to dates. 
Such women are neither loved nor re­ 
spected ; they are tolerated and ridiculed. 
I f they would but throw off this feeble 
mask that deceives no one, and come out 
under their true colors, they would com- 
k mand respect, love and svmpathv. 
This 
transition stage, this period of middle life, 
when «ne is on the borderlands of youth 
and age, should be the richest part of one’s 
life. 
The mistakes and crudities of youth are 
left behind, the heart and brain are ripe 
with experience, and old age is yet in the 
distance; far enough and near enough to 
Tr.«lr« this part of life precious. 
The “In­ 
dian summer” of life, some one has called 
it. This » a rich and beautiful season of 


the year, and should be equally beautiful 
in the life of every human being. 
Perhaps the be3t advice that can be 
given regarding growing old, and the sac­ 
rifices and renunciations th at come with 
age is : Be n a tu ra l; do not try to be young 
nor old, but enjoy what comes; do not 
moan over the past, nor darken the hours 
with regrets that one can never be young 
again. 
It is foolish, it is wicked to spend 
one’s tim e in vain repinings. 
People who 
do this are cumberers of the ground, and 
would do well to depart and give their 
places to others more worthy. 
It is e sy enough to grum ble; it is also 
easy enough to be careful, if one will make 
the effort. 
Cheerfulness is a good h a b it; 
it should be cultivated by old, young and 
middle-aged. 
It will make the sorrows 
and cares of life easier to bear, and it will 
make life more acceptable to others.

KNOW NOTHING.

Away over on Avenue A a man stood on 
a corner the other day, talking into a lamp 
post, while a small knot of curious people 
gathered round to watch his performance. 
H ad such a thing occurred twenty years 
ago, the police would have dispersed the 
crowd and arrested the object of their 
curiosity as a lunatic. 
In this instance, 
however, the police did nothing, for the 
reason th at the man was merely commu­ 
nicating by telephone through an un­ 
charged electric-light wire with the office 
of the electric-light company. 
This is 
one of the manv odd uses to which the 
telephone is now adapted. 
All th at is 
essential to the telephone is contained in 
the receiver, or handphone, as it is some­ 
times called, and armed w ith this familiar 
instrument, linemen of various companies 
go about town testing the wires and com­ 
municating at will with their employers. 
Most telephone subscribers seem to have 
forgotten the fact th at the receiver is also 
a transm itter, and many a man leaves the 
telephone in despair and disgust because 
the transm itter will not work, when the 
receiver is still serviceable for the double 
purpose. 
An officer of a great telephone company, 
having dined comfortably the other night, 
sat for two hours and gossiped curiously of 
his profession. 
All telephone men are 
possessed of a scientific anthusiasm born 
of the wonderful electrical world in which 
they live. 
They are perpetually trying to 
attain the unattainable, and forever won­ 
dering how soon theoretical probabilities 
will become practical actualities. 
“W hy,” 
said this worker of scientific wouders, 
“every day we are absolutely ordered to do 
things that are practically impossible in 
the present state of the science, and may 
not be possible for years to come. 
W e are 
wrestling with half a dozen such problems 
just now. 
W hen an order comes to per­ 
form the impossible, and we look in vain 
for a solution of the problem, we call the 
difficulty a ‘bug.’ 
I hardly know where 
the term originated. 
Perhaps it came to 
us from the telegraph operators. 
They 
say that an early operator’s explanation 
for his failure to get a message through 
was the presence of ‘bugs on the wire.’ 
O ther theories as to the origin of the 
term have been advanced. 
Perhaps it has 
some relation to ‘bugbear,’ or ‘bugaboo.’ 
A t any rate, the word ‘bug’ is well-estab­ 
lished electrical slang for an apparently 
insurmountable difficulty or an 
unex­ 
plained fault in mechanism. 
“Did it ever occur to you,” he con­ 
tinued, “that the telephone may have an 
im portant effect upon language? 
Up in 
Quebec, you know, operators must speak 
both English and French. 
I t was dis­ 
covered in Milwaukee th at when a sub­ 
scriber speaking English was disturbed by 
‘cross-talk,’ also in English, from another 
wire, a shift to the < rerman tongue rem­ 
edied the difficulty. 
Now, as to the effect 
of the telephone on language, let me illus­ 
trate : The other day I called for W ash­ 
ington. 
Presently there was a reply, and 
for the moment, of course, I could not be 
sure from w hat point the answer came. 
But when I heard a soft feminine voice 
say ‘Baltim ah,’ I felt pretty sure th at the 
operator in W ashington was speaking. 
Now, suppose the use of long-distance 
telephoning became so general th at people 
in any part of the U nited States were in 
daily communication with their fellow- 
citizens in all other parts of the country, 
don’t you fancy th at we should gradually 
get rid of provincialism in speech ? 
“I t is odd, by the way, w hat you do 
hear by telephone. 
I remember once 
when I was out on the lake at Bufialo, ex­ 
perimenting with a telephone wire, to 
have heard at short intervals a curious 
whirring sound. 
It puzzled me for a 
while, but presently I realized th at it was 
the stopping and starting of cars on an 
electric street railway 
in 
Cambridge, 
Mass. 
I ’ve since heard a like sound in 
New York, and identified it as coming 
from the electric cars running along H ar­ 
rison avenue in Boston. 
The wires are 
very sensitive. 
W hv, I’ve frequently 
traced the course of 
a thunder-storm 
moving around Boston fifty miles inland 
by the successive dropping of the telephone 
signal tags on the switchboard. 
“i t is a favorite idea of mine th at the 
telephone would be wonderfully useful in 
suddenly massing troops or calling out 
militia. 
Think what could be done in 
New York even now, when there is a tele­ 
phone in perhaps every block; and then 
how much more will be possible some 
years hence. 
But the idea that I like best 
is th at of talking round the world. 
The 
popular impression as to the difficulty of 
telephoning under the ocean is a false 
one. The problem is not to obtain enough 
battery force, or powerful enough instru­ 
ment, or strong enough initial sound im­ 
pulse. It is rather one of induction. W ater, 
as well as land is a good conductor, so that 
when your wire is in contact with either 
induction, and consequent confusion of 
sound is almost unavoidable, the great 
thing is to separate the wire by a long dis- 
from land and water. 
Now, 'if we could 
lay a cable of copper wire, say, a foot 
thick under the ocean, and have the insu­ 
lation, say, fifteen or twenty feet thick, I 
believe there would be no difficulty in 
talking with the other side of the world. 
“Such a cable, of course, is an impossi­ 
bility. 
But the Germans have been ex­ 
perimenting with the refraction and re ­ 
flection of electricity, and have discovered 
that many of the laws of sound apply in 
the case of the electric fluid. 
They have 
refracted a current or wave so that it was 
prevented from communicating w ith a 
near conductor. 
This prevents induction. 
The use of some insulating medium that 
would refract the lateral waves which 
cause induction ought to solve the pro­ 
blem. 
‘ 
“Hard-drawn copper wire,” he 
con­ 
tinued, “is taking the place of other con­ 
ducting media. 
The famous composite 
wire, over which a faint halloo came by 
telephone from Chicago, has proved a 
failure. 
This wire is a steel core covered 
with copper. 
In course of time, however, 
the unequal expansion of the two metals 
caused cracks to appear in the copper coat­ 
ing, and the moisture th at got in set up 
galvanic action and thus promoted corro­ 
sion. You can see the copper peeling off 
in dakes and strips. 
“The phonograph in conjunction with 
the telephone ?’’ said the expert, in answer 
to a query. 
“1 have not given much at­ 
tention to the phonograph, but I have an 
idea that I think practicable. 
It is an ar­ 
rangem ent by which, in the absence of a 
telephone subscriber, any message sent to 
him by telephone should be received on 
the phonograph. 
All th at is needed is an 
automatic arrangement, 
by which the 
operator in failing to receive an answer to 
a telephone call could switch on the phono­ 
graph and let the message be received and 
recorded.” 


V alu e o f S in cerity. 
Though a man must be sincere in order 
to be great, he need not be great in order 
to be sincere.

JAMES E. MURDOCH. 


A n In terestin g T alk W ith th e V eteran 
A ctor. 
[From the Cincinnati Times-Star. 1 
After an absence in the East of about 
three years, the veteran Jam es E. Murdoch 
has once more taken up his residence among 
us. 
H e is established at his pretty cottage 
on the Reading road, where he was found 
by a reporter. 
Mr. Murdoch, although 
nearly 80 years old, seems still hale and 
hearty, and his conversation is full of his 
old-time fire and vigor. 
H e had been 
working in his garden wL.n the reporter 
called, and came in fresh from his work. 
H e has grown a full beard, and presents 
now a patriarchal appearance. 
H e is an enthusiast on the s&bject of out­ 
door labor, and says if it were not for that 
he would not be here to-day. 
H e said he 
was first forced to it by a complication of 
diseases, and, purchasing a farm, he went 
to work on it, working for a time and act­ 
ing for a time. 
W hen his health would no 
longer perm it him to act, he would go back 
to his farm and work there until he was 
well again. 
This he kept up until the 
breaking out of the war. 
“Then,” he said, “I packed up my 
trunks and made a vow that I would not 
open them again until peace was declared. 
And I didn’t want peace on any half-way 
basis. I wanted it only on a basis’of freedom 
for the negro. 
I met Mr. Lincoln in 
Springfield before he came on to W ashing­ 
ton, and I told him that this would have 
to be the end of it. 
I said to him : 
‘Mr. 
Lincoln, at present the negro is nothing 
but a mule.’ 
H e seemed very much sur­ 
prised at my enunciating such sentiments, 
but I continued : ‘Our Constitution makes 
him nothing more.’ 
H e looked at me a 
minute and said, ‘Murdoch, you’re rig h t; 
you’re right.’ 
“You see, I had been playing in the 
South, for that was where I played my 
second engagement, and I had seen the 
way the negro was treated there. 
This 
treatm ent was not because of any inherent 
feeling against him in his owners, but 
rather w hat they were used to, a sort of 
thoughtlessness. 
W hen I came back from 
that engagement I prophesied to my father 
that a civil war would come. 
The young 
men of the N orth imbibing Daniel W eb­ 
ster’s teachings and the youth of the South 
the doctrines of H enry Clav, there could 
be but one result. 
They ’ were bound to 
come together with a clash.” 
Mr. Murdoch, in course of the talk, told 
how he had come to be a tragedian. 
“In 
1840,” he said, “I was lecturing in Boston. 
Before th at I had been playing comedy 
parts. 
John A. Andrew, who was one of 
my pupils, came to me one day and said: 
‘Mr. Murdoch, I often notice tones in 
your voice that lead me to believe that 
you should be a tragedian. You generally 
use head-tones, but I should think with 
your chest-tones you had just the voice for 
tragedy.’ 
“Acting on his suggestion I studied the 
parts of H am let, Macbeth and Othello. 
W hen I had thoroughly learned these I 
borrowed the funds to purchase mv ward­ 
robe and went on. 
W illiam Cullen Bry­ 
ant came out in a very favorable criticism 
the next morning, and after th at I was 
greeted with crowded houses, when I had 
only had half houses to see my comedy 
parts. 
I afterwards took up Richelieu, 
and with the same success. 
And yet it 
was said by the actors of the time that I 
was no tragedian. 
W hy, my dear sir, all 
the little money I have made was made at 
tragedy. 
“No, I never had any ambition to be­ 
come a theater manager. 
John Bates 
once offered to sell me the National 
Theater, in this city, and let me take it 
out in acting. 
But I never cared for that. 
“The actors are the ones who make the 
actor. 
They hobnob with the critics, and 
what they say about one man is tjie idea 
on which the critic works. 
It is a peculiar 
fact th at nearly all the press notices I 
received have been in the editorial col­ 
umns. 
“Booth is an actor who has gained the 
good things said of him by sheer merit. 
H e is the greatest, poetic actor of the 
American stage. 
There is no one who can 
approach him, when he occasionally wakes 
up in the recitation of Shakespeare’s mag­ 
nificent blank verse. 
H e is the worthy 
son of his father, whose mantle has de­ 
scended upon him. 
B arrett is the actor of 
the argument of the play. 
“Yes, Mary Anderson has retired, and 
it is my opinion that Mary was heartily 
sick of the business and was glad to 
leave it. 
“W hat is to become of the American 
staee? 
W ho are the favorites now? 
A 
lot of young men who adopt the English 
‘aws’ and 'bah jahves,’ and call that the 
English language. 
T hat’s not English, 
th at’s Cocknevism. The English language 
is in danger of degenerating into a mere 
dialect. 
They can’t prolong a syllable 
nowadays without making it a drawfj'and 
in the schools, too, the language is so 
clipped and butchered that one would 
hardly know it. 
And all this because elo­ 
cution is not taught in the schools. 
The 
grand, rugged old Anglo-Saxon is in dan­ 
ger. 
“And then there is too much of this 
‘coaching for the stage.’ W hy, I have had 
numbers of young people come to me and 
ask me to teach them to act. 
W hy, I 
never do that. I deliver lectures, and that 
is all. 
And schools for oratory! 
Nothing 
of th at for me. 
All they should have is 
schools for voice culture to be afterward 
used in oratory or acting. 
“I feel as though I had come home to 
‘wrap the drapery of my couch about me 
and lie down to pleasant dreams.’ 
I shall 
give readings, I suppose, from tim e to 
time, and shall take a few pupils and so 
shall fill in the time until the day shall 
come when I shall, as I say, lie down.” 
Mr. Murdoch has been lecturing in 
schools of voice culture in Baltimore and 
Philadelphia during the past three years, 
but is not favorably impressed w ith’these 
cities. 
Boston, he says, is no longer w hat it 
was. 
“W hy, I say a man recite Marc 
Antony’s address there, and he was so 
fatigued at the end of it that he had to 
ask to be excused from his next number. 
And they seem there to be devotees of 
Delsarte. 
And what are his attitudes but 
humbug — mere ballet-dancing—no ex­ 
pression in them ?”

of the father’s life’s work. 
The capitalist 
permits the boy to be adopted by a family . 
of Swedes in northern Minnesota, and he ! 
grows up to manhood among these people, \ 
retaining his natural characteristics and J 
his Anglo-Swedish dialect. 
The capital­ 
ist yields to the wishes of his wife and 
adopts the girl himself. The poor Swede’s 
invention proves enormously profitable, so 
much so that the spirit of avarice masters 
the old man, and he refrains not only 
fiom telling the girl the truth, but also 
from discovering the whereabouts of the 
boy in order to make an honorable dis- ¡ 
tribution of the profits. 
The old man’s partner, an unscrupulous 
but thoroughly modern and unconven­ 
tional villain, uses his knowledge of the 
old man’s one false step to force him into 
land swindles, in which the unfortunate 
victims—mostly foreigners—are made to 
pay enormous sums of money for practi­ 
cally worthless mining and timber land. 
H is most daring scheme culminates in dis­ 
aster. 
Urged by the younger man, the 
capitalist endeavors 
to force a young 
Englishman into buying a tract of worth­ 
less land. 
The Englishman discovers the 
attempted swindle, and during an angry 
altercation with the old man, the latter 
strikes him down with his cane, and leaves 
him lying ■ in the snow, apparently dead. 
H alf crazed byw hat he has done, he returns 
to his partner, who discovers the truth, and 
uses his knowledge to further strengthen 
his mastery over the old man. 
Broken 
down in health and spirits, the old man 
confesses his wrong-doing to his adopted 
daughter. 
The partner discovers th at the 
Swede is the son of the poor machinist, 
whose invention has proved so profitable 
to the capitalist, but when he attempts to 
use this knowledge to extend his influ­ 
ence over the old man, he is confronted by 
the fact that the secret is already out. 
Brother and sister are again united, the 
old man is forgiven not only by the young 
Swede and his sister, but also by the Eng­ 
lishman, who is fortunately saved from a 
terrible death in the woods. 
The oppro­ 
brium falls a9 it should, on the head of the 
designing partner. 
This is a mere outline 
of the plot. 
Interwoven in it are some 
of 
the 
most original 
and 
laughable 
comedy scenes ever presented in a play. 
The comedy at times is incessant. 
The 
Swede’s entrance or exit is invariably the 
cue for a prolonged laugh. The Swede is 
a natural type, and while being a charac­ 
ter new to the stage, has a human interest 
culiar to himself and the class of which 
e is a type. 
The play is full of clever 
bits, thoroughly characteristic of life in 
the Northwest. 
The draughty, uncom­ 
fortable hotel, the junction railway sta­ 
tion, and the lumber camp with all its 
characteristic scenes, give opportunities 
for new bright and original stage pictures, 
while the lumbermen's and Swedish ladies’

ART 
NOTES. 


Sicily will have at Palermo an Italian 
national exhibition in November, 1891. 
The designs of Professor Ernest Basile 
have been accepted. 
One of the features at an art reception 
given by W illiam Ordway Partridge in 
Boston recently was a fine portrait bust of 
Edward Everett Hale. 
The Duke of Cumberland has issued for 
private distribution a fine work with 144 
illustrations on the treasures and heir­ 
looms of the house of Guelph. 
It was 
printed at Vienna with text by Professor 
\V. A. Neumann. 
A wonderful monument has been erected 
to Marie Bashkirtseff by her bereaved 
mother, which is more like a house than a 
tomb, near the entrance of the cemetery at 
Passy. 
The interior, which can be plainly 
seen, contains the young artist’s rocking 
chair, little table and favorite books, and 
the names of her paintings shine in gold 
letters on the wall. 
A perpetual light 
burns before her bier. 
A grand moument for Gettysburg bat­ 
tlefield is now proposed, to be paid for by 
Pennsylvania, New York, Maine, Connec­ 
ticut and M aryland. 
It is to be in honor 
of Meade and his eight corps commanders. 
To Pennsylvania is allotted the base and 
the figures in bronze of Meade, Reynolds 
and Hancock ; to New York, the statues 
of Sickles and Slocum ; to M aryland, that 
of Sykes; to Connecticut, the figure of 
Sedgwick, and to Maine that of How­ 
ard. 
General Pleasanton was born at 
W ashington. 
The 
commanders 
who 
are dead are to be remembered at once, 
while the turn of the others will come 
when they are no fe 
.r alive. 
A t pres­ 
ent Meade, I lane 
-, Sedgwick, Revnolds 
and Sykes could have statues. Only Meade 
is to have an equestrian statue; the others 
are to surround him on foot. 
The monument to the French soldiers 
and sailors who fell in the war of inde­ 
pendence of Greece against Turkev is 
made of marble from Pentelicus and was 
prepared at Athens. 
It stands over the 
common grave, which is on a small island 
that forms part of the southern part of 
Sphakteria. 
This grave is cut in the top 
of a high rock about one hundred feet 
above the surface of the sea. 
From the 
platform one sees the bay of Navarino, 
where .the Turkish fleet was destroyed. 
The tomb has a circular lid and a ring­ 
shaped sloping base, for the monument has 
been built around it. 
From the base rises 
a simple, robust shaft like a -tc-la from old 
Greek tombs. 
Its shape is a four sided 
pyram id cut off at the top. 
The crowning 
sione has a vertical face and rear with a 
cro-s and floral decorations carved in relief. 
This chief stone has on the lower faces a 
bilingual inscription, French and Greek. 
On the side looking toward Navarino bay 
is written in French: 
“France—to her 
children—sailors and soldiers—dead—for 
the independence—of Greece.” At a lower 
level comes a molding of laurel leaves, 
and below that other inscriptions, while 
garlands of oak decorate the sides of the 
pyramid at the same level. Further down, 
the date 1890 is carved within a border. 
Underneath, a long niche opens with a 
strong lower edge, whereon appears to 
stand a sarcophagus. 
This is, however, 
carved in low relief within the niche.

The American Hebrew says: 
“There can­ 
not well be any w orthier observance of 
Thanksgiving Day than a consecration of 
ourselves to a fuller recognition of our 
outy as citizens aud a more self-sacrificing 
fulfillment of our obligations as such. 
It 
is, after all, but little that our country 
asks of us. 
It is certainly not as great á 
m atter to keep ourselves versed concerning 
current 
legislative 
and 
administrative 
problems, and to cast our vote according 
to our convictions on those problems and 
our judgments concerning the men whom 
we shall intrust with this solution, as it is 
to leave our work for a year or a term of 
years to attend to compulsory m ilitary 
duties. 
We have, indeed, much to be 
grateful for. 
Let us see to it that we leave 
our children the same causes for gratitude 
that we enjoy. There is need for provision 
lest by negligence we despoil them of those 
blessings transmitted to us; lest even we 
train up a generation incapable of appre­ 
ciating those advantages which our.form 
of government insures to the people when 
rightly administered.” 
The Watchman (Bapt.) says: 
“The An­ 
glican monk who calls himself ‘Father Ig­ 
natius’ has been attracting much attention 
in Boston. 
H is preaching is fervent, 
pointed, and, in the main, thoroughly 
evangelical. 
It does not differ in tone or 
substance from earnest evangelical preach­ 
ing with which the denominations believ­ 
ing in revivals of religion are familiar. 
The statements made in the Boston Minis­ 
ters’ Meeting last Mondav bv Somerset 
Gardner, to the effect that Father Igna­ 
tius was a Jesuit in disguise, rest upon the 
speaker’s own conclusions. 
H igh Church 
practices may go to the very verge of the 
practices of Rome, but the’ doctrine be­ 
hind them may not be Roman.

Romanist in disguise, of course his conduct 
has exposed him to severe condemnation. 
But in the absence of a rigorous demon­ 
stration of this, we rejoice that the essen­ 
tial features of evangelical religion are so 
clearly and vigorously presented, though 
in combination with much that we regard 
as superfluous, superstitious and errone­ 
ous.” 
The Boston correspondent of the Chris­ 
tian Intelligencer (Ref’d) writes of “Father 
Ignatius” as follows: “W hen ready to 
pray, Father Ignatius knelt and poured 
out his soul before God with all the rapt 
ardor of 
a 
camp-meeting 'saint. 
No 
nraver-book was visible, but his supplica­ 
tion mounted straight from its altar to 
heaven. 
H e does use the prayer-book, 
and believes in it, but he only uses it at 
certain services. 
The first tim e I heard 
him he preached upon the subject of the 
‘Woman of Pleasure.’ 
H is Bible charac­ 
ter, used as an illustration, was Mary 
Magdalene, and his great point was to 
show how Jesus Christ dealt with great 
sinners. 
H is Magdalene theory was both 
ingenious and 
interesting. 
H is word- 
pictures were full of color. 
But what 
charmed me was the old gospel of a Sa­ 
viour in the flesh and feeling for others in 
the flesh, pouring out of the infinite ful­ 
ness of his heart his love like balm for 
their wounds, like light in their darkness, 
like rest after their weary wanderings. 
T hat presentation of truth, so Scripturalj 
so evangelical, sc heart-reaching, did me 
a vast amount of good. 
I hail a baptism 
that day. 
It was such a setting forth of 
the 
tender, 
beneficent, compassionate 
spirit of Jesus, I have not got over it yet, 
and do not wish to get beyond it. 
When 
one makes me feel that way I can over­ 
look the things about the man that to 
me, are folly and nonsense. 
W ith a smile 
I leave the monk part of his make-up 
upon the other side of the street. 
I walk 
with the man ou this side in hearty fellow­ 
ship. 
There are many who think with 
me, and this strauge man from over the 
seas iS receiving and accepting invitations 
to preach in Congregational, U nitarian 
and Baptist pulpits while shut out from 
Episcopal.” 


Commenting on the recent Conference 
concerning moral instruction in the public 
schools, the Christian Union savs: “ We 
take the occasion to reaffirm what we be­ 
lieve to be fundamental and indisputable 
though often disputed, propositions upon 
this subject: First, that education cannot 
be given, nor even the common life of the 
school maintained, without moral instruc­ 
tion. 
The conscience, the love, the rever­ 
ence mnst be trained and educated in order 
to preserve the harmony and solidaritv of 
the com m unity; uor is it possible to teach 
any more than two or three of the most 
primary branches of instruction—such as 
the alphabet, writing and arithm etic— 
without teaching morals. 
Reading, his 
tory, literature, all necessarilv involve 
some measure of moral instruction. 
And 
second, it is not possible to carrv moral in­ 
struction to any considerable degree, or 
teach it with any measure of thoroughness, 
without religion. 
Religion is the basis of 
morality. 
If a boy is told that he ought 
not to strike a girl, this is morals. 
If he 
asks why he ought not to strike the girl, 
the answer to that question^whatever the 
answer may be, is religion. 
If it is, ‘Be­ 
cause I told you you ought not,’ it is the 
religion of authority. 
If it is, ‘Because it 
is not gentlemany to strike a girl,’ it is the 
religion of approbativeness. 
If it is, 'Be­ 
cause it is not honorable to strike a 'girl ’ 
it is the religion of hum anity. 
If it is 
‘Because there is an eternal duty of the 
strong not to oppress, but to protect the 
weak,’ it is the religion of an eternal sanc­ 
tion, the religion of God.” 
But the Independent says ; “Now morals 
and religion are two different things. 
Re­ 
ligion has to do with one’s relation to G od; 
morals have to do with one’s relation to 
his fellow-tnen. 
‘.Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart’ is re­ 
ligion. 
‘Thou shalt love th’y neighbor as 
thyself’ is morals. 
Religion may depend 
upon morals, and much more morals may 
depend upon religion; but they are not 
inseparable. 
Now it is for the interest of 
the State to have good morals. 
If it has 
no real relation to religion, it does have a 
real relation to character; but morals must 
be kept distinct and separate from religion. 
It is not any part of the duty of the State 
to teach religion under the preference of 
teaching morals.” 
The Rev. Dr. Rollin A. Sawyer says, in 
the Evangelist (Pres ): 
“Toward the close 
of the Conference two very bright and 
original papers were read, which seemed 
to sum up the whole m atter from the two 
extreme positions, and which, if printed 
side by side and distributed, would be suf­ 
ficient; much more effective than a larger 
pamphlet. 
The mistake of printing all 
the papers, instead of a judicious selection, 
simply perpetuates the one defect in all 
Conferences, which is repetition. 
The 
papers of the Rev. Dr. W ard and the Rev. 
Mr. Beller, with the address of Mr. W il­ 
liam Allen Butler as a sort of jury charge 
would tell all that the Conference reallv 
had to say on the subject in hand, and 
would probably do more service by being 
read and studied together. 
Mr. Butler’s 
argument is cogent, and to our Christian 
sentiment, entirely convincing. 
But Dr. 
W ard, with equal assurance and doubtless 
with a basis of fact, affirms that ‘it is now 
generally conceded that the State has no 
more character than a machine;’ that ‘the 
schools have no more to da with morals 
than « shoe-shop.’ 
T hat is, doubtless, the 
view of very many educators 
to-day. 
b rom the other side the argument boldly 
starts from the Christian State, and pushes 
right on to the teaching of Christian mor­ 
als by the State. 
Wide apart as these 


papers are, they yet converge on the one 
vital point, after all, and that is the char­ 
acter of the teacher. 
H ere the whole 
m atter hinges. 
For so long as the public- 
sehool teacher is an ideal citizen, is a 
sound American man or woman, we are 
safe.” 


. The Observer (Pres.) says: “It is becom­ 
ing evident that it is neither wise nor safe 
for scnools to be thoroughly secular. 
A t 
the same time there is not the slightest 
tendency to permit, the State to teach de­ 
nominational religion. No influential por­ 
tion of the Protestant community dream s 
of consenting to the support of ecclesiasti­ 
cal schools by public moneys. 
W hat is to 
be done in regard to the m atter ? 
It is by- 
no means an insoluble problem. 
O ur 
whole system of public instruction may be 
revised in the future so as to make this re­ 
ligious problem far less difficult. 
W hen 
the country is convinced that present edu­ 
cational methods unfit great numbers for 
self-support and usefulness, these methods 
will be modified in ways that will make 
public education far more advantageous to 
the Dation. 
Lniversal primary instruction 
will be the chief concern of public educa­ 
tion. 
H igher education will be given by 
the Government only to, those who prove 
themselves^ worthy of the privilege, and, 
like_those in suihtary and naval schools, 
are intending to serve the countrv w ith 
their acquirements and powers. 'W h e n 
public education is regulated by public 
needs, and is of such quality as prepares 
the mass of those who receive it for lives 
of profitable work, there will not l»e so 
much trouble as there is now in determ in­ 
ing how the State can teach the morals 
that belong to Christian civilization w ith­ 
out meddling in ecclesiastical atlairs and 
religious controversies.”

YOUTH AND OLD AGE. 


O ld A g e N ot U nhappy—It’s B e tter to 


Y ield to It G racefu lly—T he 
T ransition S tage. 


A dear old lady, who died recently 
somewhat past the age of four-score, de­ 
clared a few years ago that since she had 
really given up trying or pretending to be 
young she had epjoyed life much more 
than when passing through the transition 
period. 
Every one had been kinder, more 
considerate, more anxious and ready to do 
little things for her, and life had been 
very comfortable and happy. 
There is much in her remark that is 
worth pondering by women who are grow­ 
ing old. 
Is there not a suggestion in it, 
nay, a proof, that the world loves tru th ? 
She had given up trying to deceive the 
world, and the world—her world—showed 
its gratitude, its appreciation, by nameless 
little acts of kindness and courtesy. 
To g-ow old gracefully is said to be ex­ 
trem ely difficult for women, and for some 
men. 
And it is not to be wondered a t; to 
acknowledge that one is old, really old, and 
out of the race, laid aside, as it were, and 
fit only to sit at the fireside and listen to 
gossip; to blazon to the world that one is 
no longer able to go to balls and late din­ 
ners ; that one is incapable of going about 
as much as formerly; that, in fact, one no 
longer cares for it, is a hard thing for 
most women to do. 
But once the gulf is crossed, and the up­ 
lands of old age are reached, everything is 
calm, comfortable, content. 
There is no 
need ot any hypocrisy or subterfuge; no 
excuse for not doing this, that or the 
other thing; everything is understood, no 
explanations are needed and no questions 
are asked. 
Old age has come, and that is 
the excuse for doing or not doing certain 
things. One does not go out of one’s house 
for amusements at this age, but if oue has 
lived an unselfish life, sympathizing with 
and helping others, doing the good that 
comes to one’s hand to do, it will now be 
paid back tenfold. The home of an elderly 
woman should be the resort of the young 
and the middle-aged. 
If she has been a 
wife and mother, who so competent to give 
advice to those women younger than her­ 
self who are going through the same ex­ 
periences that she has been through? 
If 
prosperity has not hardened her heart to 
suffering, nor sorrow embittered her, she is 
the one to whom the younger women will 
turn for sympathy in their joys and for 
comfort in their sufferings. 
I t is nobler to live in the ioys and sor­ 
rows of others than to live in the dead 
past, brooding over w hat has gone never 
to return. 
W ith the aged it is a choice 
between the two, and the truly good and 
lovely woman will choose the former. The 
old do not suffer so acutely as the young, 
but they have suffered; hence the value 
and sweetness of their sympathy. 
T he varied experiences of lite that no 
V one escapes should temper the spirit and 
mellow the disposition. 
T hat it does not 
in all cases, we know too well. 
And when 
it does not, we know what a dreary old 
age such a woman is laying up for herself. 
But there is much to be said about the 
transition stage. 
"When does it begin ? 
Ah, there’s the rub: this is the question 
th at is so difficult to answer. 
One’s age 
and one’s feelings must decide. 
We all 
know women who are young and charm ing 
at sixty, and others who are old and dis­ 
agreeable at forty; the former we are al­ 
ways glad to welcome to our homes, while 
we avoid the latter. 
Doubtless when a woman begins to re­ 
alize that she is no longer sought by 
young men and women, by those whom 
she considers middle-aged, she receives the 
first intim ation that she is no longer 
young, and that this knowledge gives her 
a pang no one can doubt. 
If she yields to 
the pain, she has a sad future before her, 
for as the years pass, her life will be fillei 
more and more with hints, and broadly 
spoken ones, that she is not young; that 
6ne is old and growing old. r. 
The woman 
who at forty speaks of herself and her 
companions as 
we girls;” the woman of 
fifty who calls herself a ‘‘young lady;” the 
m arried woman with grown sons, who fays 
she married “very young,” are all types of 
the women who have not learned how to 
grow ol<l gracefully; who dread old age, 
and who are to be pitied. 
They will not give up youth and its 
pleasures, nor the appearance of youth. 
W e involuntarily ask if thev enjoy this 
masqueradiug, this trying to keep up ap­ 
pearances, this deception that deceives no 
one but themselves, this futile effort to be 
w hat they are not. 
They make them ­ 
selves targets for ridicule, and arrows of 
sarcasm are shot behind their backs that, 
if felt, would pierce their hearts with al­ 
most m ortal wounds. 
There are pleasures that come with 
every age, and this period of transition 
from m iddle life to old age will be what 
one chooses to make it. 
If tiie heart is 
young there is plenty of happiness in the 
world. 
Because one is growing old one 
need not be unhappy. 
The transition 
period is difficult because one does not 
want to renounce the last vestige of youth ; 
because one feels too young to be called 
old, and yet knows that one is too old to 
be called young. 
A woman does not like 
to be the first to call herself old. Too well 
she knows that there are plenty to d o it 
for her, and that if she once "does it the 
appellation “old” will cling to her as long 
as she lives. 
But since one must grow old, if one lives 
long enough, is it not better to try to en­ 
dure it philosophically? 
Is it not really wiser for a woman to 
acknowledge that she is no longer young, 
and that it would be inappropriate for her 
to wear such a hat or gown, or to do this 
or th at thing? 
She need not force her 
age upon people, but she can tacitly make 
them to understand that she is not young 
and that she knows it. 
It is better to 
yield gracefully to creeping age than to 
be forced to yield through the insistence 
of others. 
B at how and when to yield are difficult 
questions to answer. 
The quick-witted 
woman need not be told, for she sees 
readily. And common sense, accompanied 
by w i', will tell her what she ought to do. 
But there are other women, and many of 
them , who unfortunately are not so gifted. 
T heir chief characteristic is vanity—alas ! 
every hum an being has plenty of it—and 
this vanity it is that will not permit them 
to realize that they are no longer young. 
And so they go on masquerading as 
young and flippant women, in a way that is 
both ludicrous and painful. 
We all know 
such women. 
If they do not wear false 
hair they dye their own ; they wear hats 
th at are only suitable for young girls, and 
gowns to m atch; they are as frivolous in 
th eir conversation as they were twenty 
years ago, and their memory is very un­ 
certain as to dates. 
Such women are neither loved nor re­ 
spected ; they are tolerated and ridiculed. 
If they would but throw off this feeble 
mask that deceives no one, and come out 
- under their true colors, they would eom- 
' mand respect, love and sympathv. 
This 
transition stage, this period of m iadle life, 
. 
when fine is on the borderlands of youth 
and age, should be the richest part of one's 
life. 
The mistakes and crudities of youth are 
left behind, the heart and brain are ripe 
with experience, and old age is yet in the 
distance; far enough and near enough to 
make this part of life precious. 
The “In­ 
dian summer” of life, some one has called 
it, 
This if a rich and beautiful season of 


the year, and should be equally beautiful 
in the life of every human being. 
Perhaps the best advice that can be 
given regarding growing old, and the sac­ 
rifices and renunciations that come with 
age is : Be n a tu ra l; do not try to be young 
nor old, but enjoy what comes; do not 
moan over the past, nor darken the hours 
with regrets that one can never be young 
again. 
It is foolish, it is wicked to spend 
one’s tim e in vain repining®. 
People who 
do this are cumberers of the ground, and 
would do well to depart and give their 
places to others more worthy. 
I t is e sy enough to grum ble; it is also 
easy enough to be careful, if one will make 
the effort. 
Cheerfulness is a good h a b it; 
it should be cultivated by old, young and 
middle-aged. 
It will make the sorrows 
and cares of life easier to bear, and it will 
make life more acceptable to others.

Away over on Avenue A a man stood on 
a corner the other day, talking into a lamp 
post, while a small knot of curious people 
gathered round to watch his performance. 
H ad such a thing occurred twenty years 
ago, the police would have dispersed the 
crowd and arrested the object of their 
curiosity as a lunatic. 
In this instance, 
however, the police did nothing, for the 
reason th at the man was merely commu­ 
nicating by telephone through an un­ 
charged electric-light wire with the office 
of the electric-light company. 
This is 
one of the manv odd uses to which the 
telephone is now adapted. 
All that is 
essential to the telephone is contained in 
the receiver, or handphone, as it is some­ 
times called, and armed with this familiar 
instrument, linemen of various companies 
go about town testing the wires and com­ 
municating at will with their employers. 
Most telephone subscribers seem to have 
forgotten the fact th at the receiver is also 
a transm itter, and many a man leaves the 
telephone in despair and disgust because 
the transm itter will not work, when the 
receiver is still serviceable for the double 
purpose. 
An officer of a great telephone company, 
having dined comfortably the other night, 
sat for two hours and gossiped curiously of 
his profession. 
All telephone men are 
possessed of a scientific anthusiasm born 
of the wonderful electrical world in which 
they live. 
They are perpetually trying to 
attain the unattainable, and forever won­ 
dering how soon theoretical probabilities 
will become practical actualities. 
“W hy,” 
said this worker of scientific wonders, 
“every day we are absolutely ordered to do 
things that are practically impossible in 
the present state of the science, and may 
not be possible for years to come. 
W e are 
wrestling with half a dozen such problems 
just now. 
W hen an order comes to per­ 
form the impossible, and we look in vain 
for a solution of the problem, we call the 
difficulty a ‘bug.’ 
I hardly know where 
the term originated. 
Perhaps it came to 
us from the telegraph operators. 
They 
6ay that an early operator’s explanation 
for his failure to get a message through 
was the presence of ‘bugs on the wire.’ 
O ther theories as to the origin of the 
term have been advanced. 
Perhaps it has 
some relation to ‘bugbear,’ or ‘bugaboo.’ 
A t any rate, the word ‘(mg’ is well-estab­ 
lished electrical slang for an apparently 
insurmountable difficulty or an 
unex­ 
plained fault in mechanism. 
“Did it ever occur to you,” he con­ 
tinued, “that the telephone may have an 
im portant effect upon language? 
Up in 
Quebec, you know, operators must speak 
both English and French. 
It was dis­ 
covered in Milwaukee th at when a sub­ 
scriber speaking English was disturbed by 
‘cross-talk,’ also in English, from another 
wire, a shift to the < German tongue rem­ 
edied the difficulty. 
Now, as to the effect 
of the telephone on language, let me illus­ 
trate : The other day I called for W ash­ 
ington. 
Presently there was a reply, and 
for the moment, of course, I could not be 
sure from w hat point the answer came. 
But when I heard a soft feminine voice 
say ‘Baltim ah,’ I felt pretty sure that the 
operator in W ashington was speaking. 
Now, suppose the use of long-distance 
telephoning became so general that people 
in any part of the U nited States were in 
daily communication with their fellow- 
citizens in all other parts of the country, 
don’t you fancy that we should gradually 
get rid of provincialism in speech ? 
“I t is odd, by the way, what you do 
hear by telephone. 
I remember once 
when I was out on the lake at Bufialo, ex­ 
perim enting with a telephone wire, to 
have heard at short intervals a curious 
w hirring sound. 
It puzzled me for a 
while, but presently I realized that it was 
the stopping and starting of cars on an 
electric street railway 
in 
Cambridge, 
Mass. 
I ’ve since heard a like sound in 
Xew York, and identified it as coming 
from the electric cars running along H ar- 1 
rison avenue in Boston. 
The wires are 
very sensitive. 
W hv, I’ve frequently 
traced the course of 
a thunder-storm 
moving around Boston fifty miles inland 
by the successive dropping of the telephone 
signal tags on the switchboard. 
“i t is a favorite idea of mine th at the 
telephone would be wonderfully useful in 
suddenly massing troops or calling out 
m ilitia. 
T hink what could be done in 
Xew York even now, when there is a tele­ 
phone in perhaps every block; and then 
how much more will be possible some 
years hence. 
But the idea that I like best 
is that of talking round the world. 
The 
popular impression as to the difficulty of 
telephoning under the ocean is a false 
one. The problem is not to obtain enough 
battery force, or powerful enough instru­ 
ment, or strong enough initial sound im ­ 
pulse. It is rather one of induction. W ater, 
as well as land is a good conductor, so that 
when your wire is in contact with either 
induction, and consequent confusion of 
sound is almost unavoidable, the great 
thing is to separate the wire by a long dis- 
from land and water. 
Xow, "if we could 
lay a cable of copper wire, say, a foot 
thick under the ocean, and have the insu­ 
lation, say, fifteen or twenty feet thick, I 
believe there would be no difficulty in 
talking with the other side of the world. 
“Such a cable, of course, is an impossi­ 
bility. 
But the Germans have been ex­ 
perimenting with the refraction and re ­ 
flection of electricity, and have discovered 
that many of the laws of sound apply in 
the case of the electric fluid. 
They have 
refracted a current or wave so that it was 
prevented from communicating with a 
near conductor. 
This prevents induction. 
The use of some insulating medium that 
would refract the lateral waves which 
cause induction ought to solve the pro­ 
blem. 
“Hard-drawn copper wire,” he 
con­ 
tinued, “is taking the place of other con­ 
ducting media. 
The famous composite 
wire, over which a faint halloo came by 
telephone from Chicago, has proved a 
failure. 
This wire is a steel core covered 
with copper. 
In course of time, however, 
the unequal expansion of the two metals 
caused cracks to appear in the copper coat­ 
ing, and the moisture that got in set up 
galvanic action and thus promoted corro­ 
sion. Y ou can see the copper peeling off 
in flakes and strips. 
“The phonograph in conjunction with 
the telephone ?” said the expert, in answer 
to a query. 
“I have not given much at­ 
tention to the phonograph, but I have an 
idea that I think practicable. 
I t is an ar­ 
rangement by which, in the absence of a 
telephone subscriber, any message sent to 
him by telephone should be received on 
the phonograph. 
All th at is needed is an 
automatic arrangement, 
by which the 
operator in failing to receive an answer to 
a telephone call could switch on the phono­ 
graph and let the message be received and 
recorded.” 


V alu e o f S in cerity. 
Though a man must be sincere in order 
to be great, he need not be great in order 
to be sincere. 
Whatever may be the size 
of our brain, the strength of" our powers, 
the talents of any kind with which we are 
gifted, sincerity of heart, or of belief, or 
of life, is possible to tell ns all, says the 
Xew York Ledger. 
It is of itself a kind 
of greatness, which, in spite of many 
drawbacks, will make itself felt. 
The 


honest, upright man, who lives openly, 
fearlessly and truly, professing only what 
he feels, upholding only what he believes 
in, pretending nothing,disguising nothing, 
deceiving no one, claims unconsciously a 
respect and honor th at we cannot give to 
any degree of power or ability, wielded 
w ith duplicity or cunning. 
If we could 
correctly divide the world into the sincere 
and the insincere, we would have a truer 
estimate of real worth than we generally 
obtain. 


JAMES E. MURDOCH. 


A n In terestin g T alk W ith th e V eteran 
A ctor. 
LFrom the Cincinnati Times-Star. J 
After an absence in the East of about 
three years, the veteran Jam es E. Murdoch 
has once more taken up his residence among 
us. 
H e is established at his pretty cottage 
on the Reading road, where he was found 
by a reporter. 
Mr. Murdoch, although 
nearly 80 years old, seems still hale and 
hearty, and his conversation is full of his 
old-time fire and vigor. 
H e had been 
working in his garden wL.n the reporter 
called, and came in fresh from his work. 
H e has grown a full beard, and presents 
now a patriarchal appearance. 
H e is an enthusiast on the sfibject of out­ 
door labor, and says if it were not for that 
he would not be here to-day. 
H e said he 
was first forced to it by a complication of 
diseases, and, purchasing a farm, he went 
to work on it, working for a time and act­ 
ing for a time. 
W hen his health would no 
longer perm it him to act, he would go back 
to his farm and work there until he was 
well again. 
This he kept up until the 
breaking out of the war. 
“Then,” he said, “I packed np my 
trunks and made a vow th at I would not 
open them again until peace was declared. 
And I didn’t want peace on any half-way 
basis. I wanted it only on a basis of freedom 
for the negro. 
I met Mr. Lincoln in 
Springfield before he came on to W ashing­ 
ton, and I told him th at this would have 
to be the end of it. 
I said to him : 
‘Mr. 
Lincoln, at present the negro is nothing 
but a mule.’ 
H e seemed very much sur- 
E 
rised at my enunciating such sentiments, 
ut I continued : ‘Our Constitution makes 
him nothing more.’ 
H e looked at me a 
minute and said, ‘Murdoch, you’re rig h t; 
you’re right.’ 
“You see, I had been playing in the 
South, for that was where I played my 
second engagement, and I had seen the 
way the negro was treated there. 
This 
treatm ent was not because of any inherent 
feeling against him in his owners, but 
rather what they were used to, a sort of 
thoughtlessness. 
W hen I came back from 
that engagement I prophesied to my father 
that a civil war would come. 
The young 
men of the X orth imbibing Daniel W eb­ 
ster’s teachings and the youth of the South 
the doctrines of H enry Clay, there could 
be b at one result. 
They were bound to 
come together with a clash.” 
Mr. Murdoch, in course of the talk, told 
how he had come to be a tragedian. 
“In 
1840,” he said, “I was lecturing in Boston. 
Before th at I had been playing comedy 
parts. 
John A. Andrew, who was one of 
my pupils, came to me one day and said: 
‘Mr. Murdoch, I often notice tones in 
your voice that lead me to believe that 
you should be a tragedian. You generallv 
use head-tones, but I should think with 
your chest-tones you had just the voice for 
tragedy.’ 
“Acting on his suggestion I studied the 
parts of H am let, Macbeth and Othello. 
W hen I had thoroughly learned these I 
borrowed the funds to purchase mv ward­ 
robe and went on. 
W illiam Cullen Bry­ 
ant came out in a very favorable criticism 
the next morning, and after th at I was 
greeted with crowded houses, when I had 
c-nlf had half houses to see my comedy 
parts. 
I afterwards took up Richelieu, 
and with the same success. 
And yet it 
was said by the actors of the time that I 
was no tragedian. 
W hy, my dear sir, all 
the little money I have made was made at 
tragedy. 
“Xo, I never had any ambition to be­ 
come a theater manager. 
John Bates 
once offered to sell me the Xational 
Theater, in this city, and let me take it 
out in acting. 
But I never cared for that. 
“The actors are the ones who make the 
actor. 
They hobnob with the critics, and 
what they say about one man is the idea 
on which the critic works. 
It is a peculiar 
fact th at nearly all the press notices I 
received have been in the editorial col­ 
umns. 
“Booth is an actor who has gained the 
good things said of him by sheer merit. 
H e is the greatest, poetic actor of the 
American stage. 
There is no one who can 
approach him, when he occasionally wakes 
up in the recitation of Shakespeare’s mag­ 
nificent blank verse. 
H e is the worthy 
son of his father, whose mantle has de­ 
scended upon him. 
B arrett is the actor of 
the argument of the play. 
“Yes, Mary Anderson has retired, and 
it is my opinion th at Mary was heartily 
sick of the business and was glad to 
leave it. 
“W hat is to become of the American 
staee? 
W ho are the favorites now? 
A 
lot of young men who adopt the English 
*aws’ and ‘bah jahves,’ and call that the 
English language. 
T hat’s not English, 
th at’s Cockneyism. The English language 
¡3 in danger of degenerating into a mere 
dialect. 
They can’t prolong a syllable 
nowadays without making it a drawf! and 
in the schools, too, the language is so 
clipped and butchered that one would 
hardly know it. 
And all this because elo­ 
cution is not taught in the schools. 
The 
grand, rugged old Anglo-Saxon is in dan­ 
ger. 
“And then there is too much of this 
‘coaching for the stage.’ W hy, I have had 
numbers of young people come to me and 
ask me to teach them to act. 
W hy, I 
never do that. I deliver lectures, and that 
is all. 
And schools for oratory! 
Xothing 
of that for me. 
All they should have is 
schools for voice culture to be afterward 
used in oratory or acting. 
“I feel as though I had come home to 
‘wrap the drapery of my couch about me 
and lie down to pleasant dreams.’ 
I shall 
give readings, I suppose, from tim e to 
time, and shall take a few pupils and so 
shall fill in the time until the day shall 
come when I shall, as I say, lie down.” 
Mr. Murdoch has been lecturing in 
schools of voice culture in Baltimore and 
Philadelphia during the past three years, 
but is not favorably impressed with these 
cities. 
Boston, he says, is no longer w hat it 
was. 
“ Why, I say a man recite Marc 
A ntony’s address there, and he was so 
fatigued at the end of it that he had to 
ask to be excused from his next number. 
And they seem there to be devotees of 
Delsarte. 
And what are his attitudes but 
humbug — mere baliet-dancing—no ex­ 
pression in them ?” 
X otwithstanding 
his solemn talk of 
“wrapping the drapery of his couch about 
him ,” Mr. Murdoch seems to be still quite 
hale and hearty and good for some vears 
among us yet.

T nE NEW ANGLO-SWEDISH PLAY. 
YVliile “Yon Yonson,” the new Anglo- 
Swedish play written by IV. D. Coxey and 
Gus J . Heege, for Manager Jacob L itt, is 
essentially a comedy, and intended to cre­ 
ate a far greater proportion of smiles than 
sentiment, it nevertheless tells a story of 
strong and unusual dram atic interest. 
A 
p*or Swedish 
machiui-d, an em igrant to 
America, on his-.death bed intrusts to his 
employer, an elderly capitalist, a valuable 
sawmill invention, receiving a faithful 
promise th at his orphan children, a boy of 
6 and a girl of 2, shall receive the benefit 
of the father’s life's work. 
The capitalist 
permits the boy to be adopted by a family 
of Swedes in northern Minnesota, and he ' 
grows up to manhood among these people, ; 
retaining his natural characteristics and 
his Anglo-Swedish dialect. 
The capital­ 
ist yields to the wishes of his wife and 
adopts the girl himself. The poor Swede’s 
invention proves enormously profitable, so 
much so that the spirit of avarice masters 
the old man, and he refrains not only 
fiom telling the girl the truth, but also 
from discovering the whereabouts of the 
boy in order to make an honorable dis­ 
tribution of the profits. 
The old man’s partner, an unscrupulous 
but thoroughly modern and unconven­ 
tional villain, uses his knowledge of the 
old man’s one false step to force him into 
land swindles, in which the unfortunate 
victims—mostly foreigners—are made to 
pay enormous sums of money for practi­ 
cally worthless mining and "timber land. 
H is most daring scheme culminates in dis­ 
aster. 
Urged by the younger man, the 
capitalist endeavors 
to force a young 
Englishman into buying a tract of worth­ 
less land. 
The Englishman discovers the 
attempted swindle, and during an angry 
altercation with the old man, the latter 
strikes him dawn with his cane, andleaves 
him lying in the snow, apparently dead. 
H alf crazed by what hehasdone, he returns 
to his partner, who discovers the truth, and 
uses his knowledge to further strengthen 
his mastery over the old man. 
Broken 
down in health and spirits, the old man 
confesses his wrong-doing to his adopted 
daughter. 
The partner discovers that the 
Swede is the son of the poor machinist, 
whose invention has proved so profitable 
to the capitalist, but when he attempts to 
use this knowledge to extend his influ­ 
ence over the old man, he is confronted by 
the fact that the secret is already out. 
Brother and sister are again united, the 
old man is forgiven not only by the young 
Swede and his sister, but also by the Eng­ 
lishman, who is fortunately saved from a 
terrible death in the woods. 
The oppro­ 
brium falls as it should, on the head of the 
designing partner. 
This is a mere outline 
of the plot. 
Interwoven in it are some 
of 
the 
most original 
and 
laughable 
comedy scenes ever presented in a play. 
The comedy at times is incessant. 
The 
Swede’s entrance or exit is invariablv the 
cue for a prolonged laugh. 
The Swede is 
a natural type, and while being a charac­ 
ter new to the stage, has a human interest 
peculiar to himself and the class of which 
he is a type. 
The play is full of clever 
bits, thoroughly characteristic of life in 
the Xorth west. 
The draughty, uncom­ 
fortable hotel, the junction railway sta­ 
tion, and the lamber camp with all its 
characteristic scenes, give opportunities 
for new bright and original stage pictures, 
while the lumbermen’s and Swedish ladies’ 


quartets, complete a production that would 
be difficult to surpass. 


VLADIMIR DE PACHMANN. 
One of the most artistic musical events 
of the season will take place at the M et­ 
ropolitan Opera House on Thursday even­ 
ing next. 
In speaking of M. de Pach- 
mann’s performance, the Xew Y’ork Com­ 
mercial Advertiser comments as follows:

ART 
NOTES. 


Sicily will have at Palermo an Italian 
national exhibition in Xovember, 1891. 
The designs of Professor Ernest Basile 
have been accepted. 
One of the features at an art reception 
given by W illiam Ordway Partridge in 
Boston recently was a tine portrait bust of 
Edward Everett Hale. 
The Duke of Cumberland has issued for 
private distribution a fine work with 144 
illustrations on the treasures and heir­ 
looms of the house of Guelph. 
It was 
printed at Vienna with text by Professor 
W. A. Xeumann. 
A wonderful monument has been erected 
to Marie Baskkirtseff by her bereaved 
mother, which is more like a house than a 
tomb, near the entrance of the cemetery at 
Passy. 
The interior, which can be plainly 
seen, contains the young artist’s rocking 
chair, little table and favorite books, and 
the names of her paintings shine in gold 
letters on the wall. 
A perpetual light 
burns before her bier. 
A grand moument for Gettysburg bat­ 
tlefield is now proposed, to be paid for bv 
Pennsylvania, Xew Y'ork, Maine, Connec­ 
ticut and M aryland. 
It is to be in honor 
of Meade and his eight corps commanders. 
To Pennsylvania is allotted the base and 
the figures in bronze of Meade, Reynolds 
and Hancock ; to Xew Y’ork, the statues 
of Sickles and Slocum ; to M aryland, that 
of Sykes; to Connecticut, the figure of 
Sedgwick, and to Maine that of How­ 
ard. ^General Pleasanton was born at 
IV ashington. 
The 
commanders 
who 
are dead are to be remembered at once, 
while the turn of the others will come 
when they are no longer alive. 
A t pres­ 
ent Meade, Hancock, Sedgwick, Reynolds 
and Sykes could have statues. Only Meade 
is to have an equestrian statue; the others 
are to surround him on foof. 
The monument to the French soldiers 
and sailors who fell in the war of inde­ 
pendence of Greece against Turkev is 
made of marble from Pentelicus and was 
prepared at Athens. 
It stands over the 
common grave, which is on a small island 
that forms part of the southern part of 
Spbakteria. 
This grave is cut in the top 
of a high rock about one hundred feet 
above the surface of the sea. 
From the 
platform one sees the bay of Xavarino, 
where .the Turkish fleet was destroyed. 
The tomb has a circular lid and a ring­ 
shaped sloping base, for the monument has 
been built around it. 
From the base rises 
a simple, robust shaft like a stela from old 
Greek tombs. 
Its shape is a four sided 
pyramid cut off at the top. 
The crowning 
sUine has a vertical lace and rear with a 
cro-s and flora! decoration® carved in relief. 
This chief stone has on the lower faee3 a 
bilingual inscription, French and Greek. 
On the side looking toward Xavarino bav 
is written in French: 
“France—to her 
children—sailors and soldiers—dead—for 
the independence—of Greece.” At a lower 
level comes a molding of laurel leaves, 
and below th at other inscriptions, while 
garlands of oak decorate the sides of the 
pyramid at the same level. Further down, 
the date 1890 is carved within a border. 
Underneath, a long niche opens with a 
strong lower edge, whereon appears to 
stand a sarcophagus. 
This is, however, 
carved in low relief within the niche.

Romanist in disguise, of course his conduct 
has exposed him to severe condemnation. 
But in the absence of a rigorous demon­ 
stration of this, we rejoice that the essen­ 
tial features of evangelical religion are so 
clearly and vigorously presented, though 
in combination with much that we regard 
as superiluous, superstitious and errone­ 
ous.” 
The Boston correspondent of the Cliris- 
lian Intelligencer (Ref’d) writes of “Father 
Ignatius” as follows: “M’hen ready to 
pray, Father Ignatius knelt and poured 
out his soul before God with all the rapt 
ardor of 
a 
camp-meeting "saint. 
Xo 
nraver-book was visible, but his supplica­ 
tion mounted straight from its altar to 
heaven. 
H e does use the prayer-book, 
and believes in it, but he ouly uses it at 
certain services. 
The firs! time I heard 
him he preached upon the subject of the 
‘M’oman of Pleasure.’ 
H is Bible charac­ 
ter, used as an illustration, was Mary 
Magdalene, and his great point was to 
show how Jesus Christ dealt with great 
sinners. 
H is Magdalene theory was both 
ingenious and 
interesting.

But what 
charmed me was the old gospel of a Sa­ 
viour in the flesh and feeling for others in 
the flesh, pouring out of the infinite ful­ 
ness of his heart his love like balm for 
their wounds, like light in their darkness, 
like rest after their weary wanderings. 
T hat presentation of truth, so Scriptural, 
so evangelical, sc heart-reaching, did me 
a vast amount of good. 
I had a baptism 
that day. 
It was such a setting forth of 
the 
tender, 
beneficent, compassionate 
spirit of Jesus, I have not got over it yet, 
and do not wish to get beyond it. 
M'hen 
one makes me feel that way I can over­ 
look the things about the man that, to 
me, are folly and nonsense. 
M'ith a smile 
I leave the monk part of his make-up 
upon the other side of the street. 
I walk 
with the man ou this side in heartv fellow­ 
ship. 
There are many who think with 
me, and this strange man from over the 
seas rs receiving and accepting invitations 
to preach in Congregational, U nitarian 
and Baptist pulpits while shut out from 
Episcopal.” 
Commenting on the recent Conference 
concerning moral instruction in the public 
schools, the Christian Union savs: “M’e 
take the occasion to reaffirm what we be­ 
lieve to be fundamental and indisputable, 
though often di-puted, propositions upon 
this subject: First, that education cannot 
be given, nor even the common life of the 
school maintained, without moral instruc­ 
tion. 
The conscience, the love, the rever­ 
ence mnst be trained and educated in order 
to preserve the harmony and solidarity of 
the com m unity; nor is it possible to teach 
any more than two or three of the most 
prim ary branches of instruction—such as 
the alphabet, writing and arithm etic__ 
without teaching morals. 
Reading, his 
tory, literature, all necessarilv involve 
some measure of moral instruction. 
And 
second, it is not possible to carrv moral in­ 
struction to any considerable degree or 
teach it with any measure of thoroughness 
without religion. 
Religion is the basis of 
morality. 
If a boy is told that he ought 
not to strike a girl, this is morals. 
If he 
asks why he ought not to strike the girl 
the answer to that qnestion^whatever the 
answer may be, is religion. 
If it is, ‘Be­ 
cause I told you you ought not,’ it is the 
religion of authority. 
If it is, ‘Because it 
is not gentlemany to strike a girl,’ it is the 
religion of approbativeness. 
If it is, ‘Be­ 
cause it is not honorable to strike a "irl ’ 
it is the religion of hum anity. 
If it is 
‘Because there is an eternal duty of the 
strong not to oppress, but to protect the 
weak,’ it is the religion of an eternal sanc­ 
tion, the religion of God.” 
But the Independent says ; “Xow morals 
and religion are two different tilings. 
Re­ 
ligion has to do with one’s relation to G od; 
morals have to do with one’s relation to 
his fellow-men. 
‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart’ is re­ 
ligion. 
‘Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself’ is moral®. 
Religion may depend 
upon morals, and much more morals may 
depend upon religion; but they are no"t 
inseparable. 
Xow it is for the interest of 
the State to have good morals. 
If it has 
no real relation to religion, it does have a 
real relation to character: but morals must 
be kept distinct and separate from religion. 
It is not any part of the duty of the State 
to teach religion under the preference of 
teaching morals.” 
The Rev. Dr. Rollin A. Sawyer says, in 
the Evangelist (Pres ): 
“Toward the close 
of the Conference two very bright and 
original papers were read, which seemed 
to sum up the whole m atter from the two 
extreme positions, and which, if printed 
side by side and distributed, wculd be suf­ 
ficient, much more effective than a larger 
pamphlet. 
The mistake of printing all 
the papers, instead of a judicious selection, 
simply perpetuates the one defect in all 
Conferences, which is repetition. 
The 
papers of the Rev. Dr. M’ard and the Rev. 
Mr. Beller, with the address of Mr. W il­ 
liam Allen Butler as a sort of jurv charge, 
would tell all that the Conference reallv 
had to say on the subject in hand, anil 
would probably do more service by being 
read and studied together. 
Mr. Butler’s 
argument is cogent, and to our Christian 
sentiment, entirely convincing. 
But Dr. 
M'ard, with equal assurance and doubtless 
with a basis of fact, affirms that ‘it is now 
generally conceded that the State has no 
more character than a machine;’ that ‘the 
schools have no more to de with morals 
than « shoe-shop.’ 
That is, doubtless, the 
view of very many educators 
to-day. 
From the other side the argument boldly 
starts from the Christian State, and pushes 
right on to the teaching of Christian mor­ 
als by the State, 
YVide apart as these 


papers are, they yet converge on the one 
vital point, after all, and that is the char­ 
acter of the teacher. 
Here the whole 
m atter hinges. 
For so long as the public- 
school teacher is an ideal citizen, is a 
sound American man or woman, we are 
safe.” 


. T h e Observer (Pres.) says: “It is becom­ 
ing evident that it is neither wise nor safe 
for schools to lie thoroughly secular. 
A t 
the same time there is not the slightest 
tendency to nermit the State to teach de­ 
nominational religion. Xo influential por­ 
tion of the Protestant community dream s 
of consenting to the support of ecclesiasti­ 
cal schools by public monevs. 
M'hat is to 
be done in regard to the m atter ? 
It is by 
n<J nieans an insoluble problem. 
O ur 
whole system of public instruction may be 
revised in the future so as to make this re­ 
ligious problem far less difficult. 
M’hen 
the country is convinced that present edu- 
cat tonal methods unfit great numbers for 
self-support and usefulness, these methods 
will be modified in wavs that will make 
public education far more advantageous to 
the nation. 
U 11 iversa 1 primary instruction 
will be the chief concern of public educa* 
tion. ^ H igher education will be given by 
the Government only to, those who prove 
themselves^ worthy of the privilege, and, 
like those in «íiiitary aud naval schools, 
are intending to serve the countrv- w ith 
their acquirements and powers. " M'hen 
public education is regulated by public 
needs, and is of such quality as prepares 
the mass of those who receive it for lives 
of profitable work, there will not be so 
much trouble as there is now in determ in­ 
ing how the State can teach the morals 
that belong to Christian civilization w ith­ 
out meddling in ecclesiastical affairs and 
religious controversies.”

H e is said to receive four 
times as many letters as docs the President 
of the United States.

H er face is missed at the social gatherings 
to which her keen mother wit and shrewd 
sense gave flavor and piquancy. 
The wife ot ex-Governor St. John is 
drawing large audiences in the West as a 
lecturer. 
A local paper describes her as 
“bright-eyed, glib of tongue, and a blamed 
sight prettier than her cranky husband.” 
H . A. Aldrich, who has been Postmaster 
at Mendou, Mass., under every adm inistra­ 
tion since President M\ 11. Harrison, a 
service of fifty years, has announced his 
intention of resigning because of advanc­ 
ing age and ill-health. 
Mrs. Anna Ciotz of St. Paul, Minn., waS 
run over and killed by the cars there one 
day last week, and while they were pre­ 
paring her for burial §38,000 in green­ 
backs was found sewed into her clothing. 
She h®s no known heirs. 
Lady Brooke, who as Miss Mavnard was 
known as one of the greatest of English 
heiresses, has perfected a scheme for teach - 
ing sewing to children in her district 
which would bear inspection from other 
intending philanthropists. 
Out of 900 foreign missionaries at pres­ 
ent in India, it is said that the oldest is an

DECLINE OF BUBAL POPULATION. 


According to the calculations of Repre­ 
sentative Springer in the December Forum, 
and for which he takes the census of 1890 
as a basis, the total increase has been about 
26 per cent, in the last decade. 
But 
when the urban population of the United 
States is deducted it is found that the in­ 
crease 
in 
rural 
districts 
has 
been 
hut 8 per cent., and in his aggregation of 
urban population, Mr. Springer includes 
cities only of (5,000 inhabitants and up­ 
wards. 
This calculation and its results, it will 
be seen, fully sustain the position that has 
been taken by the R e c o r d -U n io n con­ 
cerning the drift to populous centers, and 
the real decline of population in rural 
parts. 
But Mr. Springer, in our opinion, 
places his minimum of cities at too low a 
figure. 
If he were to recast his figures, 
by including towns of 3,000 inhabitants, 
the rural percentage of increase will de­ 
cline to a very much lower figure. 
And 
it is probable that could the actual truth 
be stated, and which will appear when the 
full details of the census are given to the 
public, there has been no increase what­ 
ever in the rural population, but an abso­ 
lute decline. 
I t is a fact that needs nothing more 
than the statem ent of it to make it clear, 
that American towns of 3,000 inhabitants 
take on enough of city life, and throw 
about their people an influence so near 
akin to that of metropolitan residence that 
it really serves to draw a sharp line be­ 
tween rural and urban life, and to sepa­ 
rate the former from the latter sufficiently 
to create a distaste for the agricultural 
home and a desire for the advantages and 
pleasures of the town. 
I t is to be borne in mind also th at while 
M r. Springer finds 8 per cent, of increase 
in rural population, he does so by iffalud 
ing—and very properly so—all the new 
settlements upon the frontier, and the oc­ 
cupation of lands in the Far W est and in 
newly opened regions, so that, with this 
. 
factor also taken into account, we are jus­ 
tified in asserting that rural population in 
the older States has notably declined. 
This is indicated also by the fact that in 
the older States, and especially tho.se of 
the north A tlantic coast and the middle 
west, the increase in the population of 
cities has been in the past decade all the 
way from 50 per cent, in Illinois, to 95 
per cent, in Connecticut. 
Mr. Springer treats these facts in the 
light of their probable influence upon the 
future of political parties ; but those who 
are considering the forces at work molding 
our civilization, fashioning the characters 
of the people and affecting our productive 
capacity and the relation of labor to pro. 
duction, will find in the facts far graver 
grounds for concern than are involved in 
political shifting. 
It is not necessary to 
indicate these—they are obvious. 
Popula­ 
tion in the United States is rapidly con­ 
gesting in large and small cities, and the 
inclination for rural life is as rapidly de­ 
clining. 
Just what this means, the most 
superficial must be able to see. 
It is not a condition of affairs that is 
promising for the maintenance of the dig­ 
nity and independence and refinement of 
farm life. 
It may sharpen the wits and 
broaden the intelligence; it unquestion­ 
ably affords men better opportunities to 
learn, to rise and to occupy a better intel­ 
lectual level, to more develop the intel­ 
lectual and mental, to enjoy very much 
more of the comforts and luxuries of life, 
to satisfy in greater or lesser degree the 
artistic taste and the love of variety, the 
desire for knowledge, and to finish and 
polish the worldly men and women. 
But as agaiust the advantages of city 


life, with its libraries and colleges, its 
music and art, its commercial whirl, social 
activity and speculative rush, the loss to 
the nation by the drift from rural to metro­ 
politan environment is almost incalcula­ 
ble. 
It is a loss in a large degree of the 
political 
independence of the primary 
producers: it is a loss in the gain made by 
the vicious influences of congested popula­ 
tions ; it is a loss in the small farm hold 
ings, and in the intensifying of the dispo­ 
sition to farm as an avocation only and 
not as a vocation; it is a loss in the 
stim ulation it gives to land monopoly and 
landlordism, and it is a loss that may well 
cause grave concern, in the reduction of 
the tiller’s life to drudgery and the incul­ 
cation of dislike for rural labor. 
A ll these tend also to minimize the abil­ 
ity and the disposition of rnral sections to 
make farm life attractive, and to add to 
rural environments something of the social 
and intellectual advantages, pleasures and 
comforts of the town. 
W ith a heavy and 
augmenting rnral population this may be 
done, w ith freedom from the immoralities 
and vicious influences of the metropolis.

W hile we execrate the 
crimes of these murderous men, it cannot 
be said th at their demands for constitu­ 
tional government are, as a whole, objec­ 
tionable.

These N ihilists chosen to assassinate are 
m artyrs to their party, and go to the scaf­ 
fold with as much calmness and -uncon­ 
cern as if they were dying for a Teligious 
principle. I t is said that none Of them, 
when facing ignominious death, have ever 
been known to utter a groan or make an 
appeal for mercy. 
They are examples of 
heroic self-sacrifice th at have rarely been 
paralleled in history. 
The Russian Government is the parent 
of Nihilism.

Rev. Mr. B runer, w ho now resides at 
Berkeley, A lam eda county, is the father of 
Elw ood and A. J. B runer, of this city. H e 
is still in vigorous health, and is an active 
w orker in his church. 
Mr. B runer fre­ 
quently visits his sons here, w here he has 
m an y friends.

M ontgom ery, a fan alico f the Jo h n Brow n 
stripe, was carrying things w ith a high 
han d out there.

country correcting w hat he claim ed to be 
th e evils of society. 
One o f his chief ob­ 
jects seem ed to be the protection of ru n ­ 
aw ay slaves, and he hanged several m en 
w ho. he claim ed, had kidnaped negroes. 
T he G overnm ent sent General H arney out 
th eie w ith a force of m en to suppress 
M ontgom ery, w ho defied the G overnm ent 
to suppress him . 
On th e 10th of Decem ber, 18*50, 
Paris K ilburn, the present Surveyor of the 
P o rt of San Francisco—and w ho createtj 
som ething of a sensation here duriDg the 
last R epublican State Convention by the 
ellective w ork he did tow ard securing 
Colonel M arkham ’s nom ination—m arried 
a bacram euto girl, Miss S. E. Olm stead.

W e are frequently in fault in expecting 
too m uch ol children. 
W e give them 
tasks beyond th eir com prehension, w hich 
they flounder through in a m anner u n ­ 
satisfactory both to them selves and to us. 
Poetry is m uch m ore difficult to read u n ­ 
derstandingly th an prose. 
T his is m ainly 
on account of its figures and transposition. 
A nyone th at has studied Latin and Greek 
know s how m uch m ore difficnlt it is to 
translate poetry than prose. To paraphrase 
a poem and retain its niceties is bv co 
m eans an easy thing for anyone. 
T hen 
w hy should we be disappointed 
w hen 
school children fail to do it? 
If parents w ould take the trouble to care­ 
fully investigate this w hole m atter there 
w ould indeed be a “ wave,” bu t it w ould be 
a wave of sym pathy for the teacher, rather 
of indignation, as one w riter thinks. 
T h at there are im perfections in the teach­ 
ers and th eir m ethods of leaching, read­ 
ing. and glaring im perfections in our text­ 
books on the subject, all will adm it, but 
th at teachers cau n ut "oid heads on young 
shoulders” no one will claim . 
F or som e 
years we have been drifting tow ard ho t­ 
house m ethods in education. 
As a nation, 
we are in a h u rry . 
W e do not even take 
tim e to eat. 
Is it any wonder, then, th at 
we som etim es fear we are falling behind in 
educational m atters? 
_ 
W e are m aking astonishing strides in 
m aterial progress, but do not let U9 forget 
th at Dam e N ature will not be forced. 
Faculties develop in the sam e order now 
th at they followed in th e days of our 
grandfathers, and there are ju st as m any 
of them —not one m ore, and not one less. 
In alt our w ork, the child’s com prehen­ 
sion m ust keep pace w ith bis advance­ 
m ent.

T he prelim inary exam ination of Jo h n 
J . G lacken and Charles F isher, charged 
w ith th e m urder of Tony M enke in Sep 
tern her last, was resum ed before Justice of 
the Peace D evine, yesterday. 
F isher was still at the County H ospital 
and unable to attend Court, but Glacken 
was on hand as usual wi h his attorneys. 
Grove L. aDd H iram Johnson. 
D epu y District A ttorney B rnner repre­ 
sented the prosecution. 
G lacken was placed on the w itness-stand 
for cross-exam ination. 
H e w ent over the 
details of the trouble he had w ith the 
elder M enke on the m orning of the day of 
the tragedy. 
T hey conversed in a friendly 
m anner at first, but soon becam e involved 
in a dispute over the proceeds of som e hops 
th a t bad been sold. 
T ee elder M enke got 
m ad and applied a vile epithet to the de­ 
fendant. 
M enke then picked up a rock 
and started after him , and he (Glacken) re­ 
treated. 
Tony M enke, who was sitting in 
a cart at th e tim e, called out to the defend­ 
an t to tackle h im .” 
R eferring to his trip into town that 
m orning, G lacken taid he m ade the trip 
because he had seen the elder M enke go 
into town, and he hoped to m eet him and 
effect a settlem ent, if possible. 
H e p u r­ 
chased a new pistol on th at day. 
H e gave 
F isher his old one to take hom e fcr him , 
“ W hen we m et Tony on our way hom e 
th at after,, jo n ,” continued Glacken, “ my 
first thought was to have a talk with him , 
with the hope of getting him to help me 
ont of th e trouble w ith the old m an. 
I 
told him th at I thought he ought to help 
m e because he had been partly the cause of 
the trouble. 
Tony said, ‘Y ou’re a ------ 
liar,’ and im m ediately jum ped out of bis 
cart, and, draw ing his revolver, began to 
fire at me. 
I threw np m y right arm and 
the ball struck m e on the wrist. 
F isher 
then ran between us, and T ony shot him . 
Then, as I saw Tony was going to fire at 
m e again, I drew m y revolver and shot at 
him . 
I fired two shots, and I ’m positive 
th at Tony fired three or four shots. 
W e 
were the w idth of the cart apart during the 
shooting, and 
nei her ot 
us advanced 
tow ard the other." 
A ntone M enke. Sr., was then placed on 
the stand by the prosecution, in rebuttal. 
He wa3 asked regarding the w itness Grib- 
ble, and in reply said" th at G ribble bed 
been employed by him , but was discharged 
on October 2d. 
The defense m ade an objection to som e 
of M enke’s testim ony, and the stenographer 
was instructed to "read the statem ent of 
G ribble. 
T be objection was sustained, and 
th e Court took a recess u u til 1:30 p. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
A t the afternoon session Mr. M enke re­ 
sum ed the w itness stand. 
In answ er to questions by Mr. B rnner, 
the witness positively denied the trn th of 
the statem ent m ade by the witness Gribble, 
to the effect th at he had overheard a con­ 
versation betw een W ill M enke, his father 
and a C hinam an nam ed Yee Bean, in w hich 
the M enkes were alleged to have offered 
the C hinam an m oney for certain testi­ 
m ony. 
A ttorney Grove L Johnson objected to 
th e testim ony, and the point was argued. 
Mr. B runer said he proposed to prove 
th at no such conversation couid ever have 
taken place; th at Gribble was not on the 
Menke ranch at the tim e; th at he could 
not have been hitching up any horses at 
the hop-house, as be testified, for the rea­ 
son th at the house was filled w ith hops at 
the tim e, and no horses were kept there at 
the tim e. 
The Court allowed the question and Mr. 
M enke testified as outlined by Mr. B runer. 
Iu answ er to Mr. Jo h n so n 's questions, 
however, Mr. M enke said th at it was pos­ 
sible th at his instructions had been diso­ 
beyed w ithout his know ledge, regarding 
the keeping of horses in the hop honse 
barn. 
George H . Clark, D eputy Coroner, was 
th e n ext w itness recalled by Mr. B rnner. 
He stated th at he was present w hen the 
defendant F isher m ade his dying state­ 
m ent. 
H e found F isher on a rough couch 
in G lacken’s barn. 
W itness spoke to him 
and F isher said ae thought he was eoing 
to die. 
W itness questioned him nod pu t 
his replies down on a piece of paper. 
Fisher was conscious, but was suffering 
great pain, and his sentences were discon­ 
nected. T here was little difficulty in u n ­ 
derstanding him , and w itness th ought hia 
m ental faculties were all right. 
Fisher 
signed th ed y in g statem ent, and pronounced 
it correct. 
T he statem ent, it will be rem em bered, 
F ish er did not recognize w hen shew n it 
on the w itness-stand. 
H e did not th in k he 
had signed it, nor sw orn to the facts con­ 
tained therein. 
W illiam W enteroth testified th at he was 
em ployed by the elder Mr. M euke, and 
during Septem ber last he was forem an of 
Tony M enke’s rancb. A t th at 
tim e the 
horse3 were kept in th e “ big barn ” on 
Tony M enke's ranch, w hich barn is abont 
fifty steps from the hop-house, w here the 
witness G ribble testified he was hitching a 
horse and overheard a conversation be­ 
tween the M enkes and th e C hinam an, Yee 
Bean. 
T be w itness stated th at the w itness 
G ribble never worked on Tony M enke's 
ranch, and was not there on the day the al­ 
leged conversation w ith Y ee Bean took 
place. 
H e had only seen Gribble a few 
tim es, and th at was w hen the latter cam e 
to haul w aterm elons. 
On cross-exam ination th e witness said 
a person m ight have come on the ranch 
and gone aw ay again, w ithout he having 
seen him . 
C harles F lobr, th e gunsm ith, was called 
to the stand and asked by Mr. B :uner if he 
nad m ade an investigation as to how close 
clothing would take fire from a shot from a 
33 caliber oistol sim ilar to th at ow ned by 
Glacken. 
The defense objected strenuously, on the 
ground th at sucn testim ony would not be 
rebuttal and 9fcould have been offered d a r­ 
ing the direct exam ination. 
Mr. B runer said he w anted to show that 
G lacken’s statem ent th at he was behind 
tbe cart w hen he fired at Tony M enke was 
untrue. 
H e w ould show by Mr. F lo b r’s tes­ 
tim ony th at in order to set fire to clith in g 
. uch as Tony M enke wore w hen killed, the 
pistol m ust have been held w ithin one foot 
of the deceased w hen the shot was fired. 
H iram Johnson left th e room togetsom e 
authorities in support of the objection m ade 
by his father, and pending his arrival the 
Court deferred its ruling. 
Louisa M enke, wife of the deceased, was 
placed on the stand in the m eantim e. 
8be was asked if her husband had ever 
used his pistol before the day ot the shoot- 
iug. 
T he defense objected, but after a lengthy 
argum ent the objection was overruled. 
T he w itness then replied th at two or 
three days before the shooting her husband 
bad shot at a dove w ith bis pistol and then 
put the weapon in a bureau draw er, w here 
it rem ained u u til the m orning of the shoot­ 
ing. 
H iram Johnson had now arrived w ith 
his law books, and th e 
argum ent 
on 
Mr. F lo h r's testim ony was resum ed. 
Judge Devine finally ruled out the testi 
m ony and Mr. F lo b r was excused. 
F ran k M illard, w ho lived at B righton, 
was the next witness. 
H e was asked by 
Mr. B runer if he had heard the witness 
B arker say. in G lacken’s hop house, th at 
if G lacken did not settle up w ith him to a 
cent, his testim ony would go hard against 
Glacken. 
Objection overruled. 
W illard’s reply was that B arker had 
m ade such a statem ent to him . 
B arker denied this in his testim ony. 
W illiam M enke was next lecalled and 
asked if he had ever m ade a proposition to 
the C hinam an Yee Bean, or any other 
C binam ao, 
to furnish certain testim ony 
for the prosecution. 
Mr. M enke denied this positively. 
On cross exam ination Mr. M enke said 
be knew a C hinam an who lives on I street, 
but did not know his nam e. 
T his C hina­ 
m an hsd been c u t to the M enke rancb a 
couple of tim es, but th e w itness did not 
know on w hat business. 
W ithin the past 
two weeks w itness had visited this C hina­ 
m an at his place on I street, to see about 
hiring a Chinese cook for the ranch. 
W it­ 
ness did not believe th at his father accom­ 
panied him on th is visit. 
U pon th e conclusion of this testim ony 
both sides announced th a t all of their 
testim ony was in, and they were ready to 
argue the case. 
A fter som e discussion, how ever, it was 
decided to postpone the argum ents until 
to-m orrow m orning.

tain ana the stars were shining, too, they 
h ong their offerings on poleB, set fire to 
them , and sat therm elves dow n for to cry.

H e hangs on to life w ith 
very grim persistency. 
Several tim es som e 
of his friends, w hen they saw th a t Dick 
was show ing sym ptom s of hydrophobia, 
caused by im bibing too heartily of agua 


calient**, agua fortis, n itric acid an d spap- 
jollap, endeavored to assist him in shuffling 
off the m ortal coil, b ut som ew ay they have 
alw ays failed. 
Even the redoubtable Dick him self h as 
m ade a failure in an effort to m ake a spook 
of him self. 
H e has long enjoyed a rep u ta­ 
tion for blood-spilling abilities, and has, 
saith rum or, added a few choice spirits to

S a n F r a n c is c o , December 13:h.—Charles 
W . Trotter and W illiam F. Trotter of the 
city of Brooklyn, N. Y., to-day began suit 
in the United States Circuit Court against 
the Amador Gold Mine, Amador Gold 
Mine (limited), the Pacific Bank, the Blue 
Lakes W ater 
Company, the California 
Powder Works, the English and Foreign 
Contract Corporation (limited), the Lon­ 
don and Universal Bank (lim ited),Charles 
Edward Harrison, A. Basil Cochrane, M. 
Fowler and Alexander B. May of London 
H . 8. Crocker, Charles H . Crocker and 
H enry J. Crocker (surviving partners of H. 
S. Crocker & Co.). E. & A. Gennochio. Ed­ 
ward A. Rix, J. K irk Firth and Edward de 
Ruyter, of R ix & Firth, Ira P. Rankin and 
A. P. Brayton, of Rankin, Bravton A Co., 
et al. 
The reason for this suit is the transfer 
of the Amador gold mine in December, 
1883, to A. M. Minear. The property sold 
embraced several properties in the Jackson 
Mining District. The consideration was 
$442,OUO, of which $200,000 was payable in 
gold coin; 25 per cent, of the capital stock 
of a corporation to be organized in Eng­ 
land for the purpose of operating the 
m ining properties; 25 per cent, of said capi­ 
tal stock to be of par value of not less 
than *242,000. 
He set up in the complaint that large 
blocks of stock were illegally voted by F. 
E. Lutz, who had been appointed attorney 
for the complainants, but only to vote 
their stock for members of the Board of 
Directors, and that he was not authorized 
to vote such stock for the sale of the mine. 
It is also alleged that Martin Jones, John 
Henderson, W. B. Murdock, C. F. Butte- 
Caspari and W arren Holt were not legally 
Directors of the Amador gold mine, De­ 
cember 2S, 1888, when the transfer was 
noted. It is also alleged that the Amador 
S 
old mine, December 28, 1888, was in- 
ebted to various persons for over $150,CsJO, 
•n d that $20,000 was then and still is due 
the plaintiff, Charles W. T rotter; “ and 
complainants aver that said attempted sale 
of the company’s property to A. P. Minear 
was fraudulent and void, because the same 
was intended to hinder, and does hinder, 
delay and defraud the plaintiff, Charles W. 
Trotter and the other creditors of the said 
A m ador gold m ine.” 
The deed to the 
property was executed in January, 1889, 
dating from January 1st of that year, by 
M artin Jones, President, and F. É. Lutz, 
Secretary. 
It is also alleged that shortly after Minear 
received tie deed he went to London to 
dispose of the property for his own bene­ 
fit. The property was bought by Charles 
Edward Harrison and A. Basil Cochrane 
Manager Director of the English 
and 
F o reg o Contract 
Corporation, Limited. 
Cochrane was at that time Director of the 
London and Universal Bank, Limited 
Pending the negotiations Minear, it is al­ 
leged, became personally responsible to the 
Am ador Gold Mine in upward of £8,000 
sterling, and secured a loan'lor this amount 
from the London and Universal Bank, 
Limited, to liquidate his indebtedness to 
the Amador gold mine, incurred by him 
subsequently to the delivery of a deed in 
escrow *o Welle, Fargo & Co. W illiam M. 
Fowler and Alexander B. May of London 
were appointed to represent the company 
to be formed. 
The outcome was tha't 
M inear secured 127 500 shares of the stock 
of the Amador gold m ine (limited) and 
W illiam M. Fowler received 72.500 shares, 
full paid. Connivance is alleged; also, that 
Minear, by a dispatch to the Treasurer of 
the Amador gold mine, deceived that offi­ 
cial into the belief that he (Minear) had 
received $200,000 in gold coin as specified, 
and thereby Minear succeeded in having 
the deed surrendered and recorded, con­ 
veying the Amador gold mine to him . 
Miner then took steps to vest the prop­ 
erty of the Amador gold mine in the Am­ 
ador gold mine, limited. The other par­ 
ties mentioned as defendants are creditors 
of the Amador gold mine, limited, and are 
threatening to have the property sold, 
which is the way they happen to be in­ 
cluded as defendants. The complainants 
aver that they did not learn of the facts 
until October, 1890. 
It is prayea that the Amador Gold Mine 
be declared the owner of the property; 
that the claim of the Amador Gold Mine 
(limited) he declared void, and that the 
deeds involved in the transfer be declared 
frudulent and void. An injunction to pre­ 
vent the operation of the mine is also asked 
for.

The Whigs, however, constituted onlv 
one of the elements which entered into the 
formation of the Republican partv. 
The 
Free Soilers, who were recruited from both 
the A\hig and Democratic'parties, and 
thousands of anti-slavery Democrats who 
never belonged to the Free Soil partv, were 
part of the coalition out of which the Re­ 
publican organization grew. 
Most of the 
Southern section of the Whigs, moreover, 
after the disintegration of their party in 
1354 and ISoo, joined the Democracy. 
Slavery became the dominant issue at that 
time, and on this question the parties di­ 
vided in the readjustment of political 
forces which began on a national scale in 
1854, when the Republican party of to­ 
day had its birth. 
The name “Republican,” which stands 
on the Democratic side of the great line 
of cleavage between the rival organiza­ 
tions was the party designation at the 
time of Jefferson, who was one of the 
founders of the Democracy. Strict Con­ 
structionist was a term vaguely applied to 
the party, in contradistinction to the 
term Loose or Liberal Constructionist 
given to the opposing organization, about 
the time that the name Republican 1 e»an 
to die out. The idea for which these 
terms stand, however, is, in a general wav 
at the basis of the great dividing line be­ 
tween the parties, and has been from the 
beginning. 
From 1828 onward the disci­ 
ples of Jefferson have been called Demo­ 
crats. 
It was in 1835 when the nickname 
Loco-foco was given to the Democracy. A t 
first it was applied to a fraction of the 
party in New York city, but subsequently 
it was extended to the entire organization 
throughout the country, and clung to it 
for several years.— Su Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

six months old than when a year old. 
I t 
can also he controlled more easily. 
H ence 
it is wise to handle the colt early. 
Its 
early training should not stop at breaking 
to halter. 
It should be handled until any 
part of its body or limbs can be rubbed, 
until it is accustomed to the bridle, and 
until it will drive as well as lead. 
To 
teach it all this, and to keep it from for­ 
getting what it has learned, is a little 
trouble, but if the colt is of good stockjthe 
trouble is well paid for.
